Jobs to Help Balance 
Budget., Roosevelt Says 


Relief Requirements Only Bar; 'Government Does 


Not Propose to Allow American Families to 
Starve'; New Taxes Indicated in President's 
Budget Message to Congress 


Washington—(S»)—President Eoosevelt sent a multi-billion dollar 


budget to congress today in a message bluntly leaving a complete 
balance of federal income and outgo up to industrial re-employment 
efforts. 


With certain exceptions, Mr. Roosevelt told congress his new 1938 


budget "is in balance" and would remain so if later relief require- 
ments do not exceed an estimated $1,537,123,000. 


Then, after forecasting a new public debt peak next June 30 of 


$35,026,000,000 despite sharply increased income, the president added: 


"It is my conviction that if every employer or potential employer 


will undertake during the next six months to give employment to 
persons now receiving government help, the national budget can 
thereafter be kept definitely in balance. 


"Without such cooperation on the part of the employers, the ques- 


tion of a balanced budget for 1938 must of necessity remain an open 
one for the very good reason that this government does not propose 
next year, any more than during- the past four years, to allow Ameri- 
can families to starve." 
Mr. Roosevelt's budget message, covering especially the 12 months be- 


ginning next July 1, but including 
also requests for money to carry 
relief through June 30, was read to 
both senate and house by clerks. No 
new taxes were asked. 


Warns Congress 


Besides emphasizing the respon- 


sibility of business to absorb the 
jobless, the president warned the 
overwhelmingly 
Democratic con 


gress: 


"If new legislation imposes any 


substantial 
increase in 
expendi- 


tures either in the expansion of 
existing or the creation of new ac- 
tivities, it becomes a matter of 
sound policy simultaneously to pro- 
vide new revenue sufficient to mee 
the additional cost." 


In terming the 1938 budget "in 


balance," the president allowed Sl,- 
537,123,000 for the year's relief costs 
and excepted a $401,515,000 appro- 
priation law required for debt re- 
duction. 


But he stressed that "if im- 


provement in economic condi- 
tions continues at the present 
rate," the government would "be 
able to attain in 1939 a com- 
pletely balanced budget with 
foil provision for meeting1 the 
statutory requirements for debt 
reduction." 
Final figures on relief 
outlays 


were withheld 
until later. Mr. 


Roosevelt said about $650,000,000 of 
additional funds would be needed 
to carry on work relief through 
June 30. 


Estimated Expenditures 


Including the 
estimated relief 


sum, 
expenditures 
for the 1938 


period would aggregate 57,694,000,- 
000—a drop 'of $786,000,000 under 
projected outlays for the current 
fiscal year. 


Mr. Roosevelt, 
citing generally 


improving business conditions, 
forecast next year's receipts at $7,- 
293,000,000. 


Thus, eliminating $401,515,000 of 


debt retirement from the expendi- 
ture column, income would match 
outgo for the first time since 1930. 


The budget provided funds for 


no new governmental ^activities. It 
referred to a promised message on 
a d m i n i s t r ative 
reorganization 


which Mr. Roosevelt said "will un- 
doubtedly result in some saving in 
expenditures." 


Would Retain Taxes 


To keep present revenue chan- 


nels open, the 
executive recom- 


mended extension of a group of 
miscellaneous taxes scheduled to 
expire rfext June and July. He 
urged that levies which automat- 
ically would be reduced next June 
be retained at current rates. 


The predicted increase in public 


debt from $34,405,163,000 today to 
335,026,000,000 in six months was 
attributed in part to the request

activities during the last fiscal year. 


The department's annual report 


showed that for every ?1 paid out 
for "recovery and relief in the 12 
months ended June 30, $1.82 was 
spent on "normal1' government op- 
erations. 


In the previous year, $1.08 went 


for emergency activities for. each .$1 
going'to general departments, while 
in 
1933-34 emergency 
spending 


overblanced regular outlays in the 
ratio .of $1.55 to SI. 


Citing a $366,300,000 climb in reg- 


ular expenditures to 53,276,900,000 
last year, the treasury 
attributed 


this ha part to heavier national de- 
fense outlays, increased personnel 
in civil departments and agencies 
and restoration of a 5 per cent sal- 
ary cut to government workers. 


Emergency Costs Cut 


The report said emergency spend- 


ing declined $293,900,000 to $2,776- 
800,000. 


Aggregate expenditures were set 


at $8,879,800,000, of which 56 per 
cent went for regular activities, 31 
per cent for recovery and relief, 8 
per cent for interest and 5 per cent 
for debt retirement, 8 per cent for 
interest and 5 per cent for debt re- 
tirement. In the previous year, reg- 
ular departments accounted for 39 
per cent, emergency activities for 42 
per cent, interest, 11 per cent and 
debt retirement 8 per cent. 


On the revenue side, total receipts 


rose 5315,500,000 last year to $4116 - 
000,000. 


Miscellaneous internal revenue 


levies accounted for 49 per cent of 
this. Income taxes provided. 35 per 
cent. 


Rising $5..077,650,000 during the 


year, the public debt stood at $33,- 
778,543,000 on June 30. The rise was 
due in part to the bonus payment 
and an $840,000,000 increase in the 
general fund balance 'of available 
cash.

Washington —W)— President Roo- 


sevelt ordered the navy today to be- 
gin construction of two new bat- 
tleships to replace over-age vessels 
in the fleet. 


He included funds to start work 


on the vessels—made necessary, he 
said, by the shipbuilding activity of 
other naval powers—in his request 
to congress for a record peacetime 
national defense fund of nearly a 
billion dollars for the 1938 fiscal 
year. 


Increased expenditures for air- 


planes, ordinance equipment and 
explained personnel for both army 
and navy also were proposed in 
the president's budget message. 


The total appropriation recom- 


mended to congress for the naval 
and -military establishments 
was 


$980,763,000, an increase of $92,882,- 
000 over estimated outlay for the 
current fiscal period ending next 
June 30. 


The 1937 national defense esti- 


mates aggregating $887,881,000 con- 
stituted the previous peacetime 
high. Actual appropriations for that 
period, however, amounted to $916,- 
347,391. 


President Roosevelt said the in- 


crease is "to provide for the in- 
creased strength of the army as di- 
rected by congress and to provide 
for replacement of naval vessels in 
accordance with existing authoriza- 
tions." 


To start work on the two battle- 


ships, the keels""of which he recent- 
ly ordered laid, the president in- 
creased to $587,302,600 the original 
navy department estimate for 1938 
of $563,996,359.

All steps in the rate structure 


were revised downwards except th< 
last which was raised from 24 to ; 
cents. However, the last step wil

a consumer has 


used more than 50,000 cubic feet of 
water instead of having to use over 
450,000 cubic feet to get into the 
lowest bracket. In the new sched- 
ule there is one rate step less than 
under the old rates.

The raise in the cost of fire pro- 


tection service to the city was made 
to bring into proper proportion the 
share of the revenues which are to 
be raised from general service and 
fire protection service. 


The water 
commission applied 


for revision of rates on May 26, 1936 
and a hearing was held at the city 
hall on July 1 by the Wisconsin 
Public Service commission. 


Prior to the time of the hearing 


and application for revision in rates 
the water commission, by resolu- 
tion passed Dec. 16, 1935, had en- 
gaged the services of C. A. Seifert, 
Waukesha, to prepare an analysis 
of the rate structure and operations, 
including a

such changes as might seem equit- 
able in rate schedules. The rate in- 
vestigation report by Seifert was 
used at the hearing.

in both houses and unprecedended 
power to tackle national problems 
in a national way, there was really 
little offered of a concrete charac-

Madison—-tn—The state's bill for 


old age and other pensions during 
the next two years adds up to $11,- 
000,000, nearly one-filth of the en- 
tire current operating budget. 


It represents an increase of $8,- 


000,000 over the appropriations of 
two years ago. If the existing stat- 
utory obligations are retained tHe 
new legislature will have to find a 
means of supplying the money. 


The state is supposed to pay 30 


per cent of pension costs, the coun- 
ties 20 per cent and federal govern- 
ment 50 per cent The total cost lor 
the coming biennium, with all three 
participating, will be around $25,- 
000,000. 


The demand for old age pensions 


has far exceeded 
the 
estimates 


made when the state social security 
law was enacted in 1935 and is still 
on the increase. New estimates of 
the cost of caring for dependent 
children are double those of two 
years ago. Marked 
increases also 


have been shown in the pensions 
for blind and deaf persons. 


County is Unit 


The counties are now the legal 


units for the administration of all 
these aids In other words they pay 
the bills and depend upon getting 
80 per cent back from the state and 
federal treasuries. During the cur- 
rent fiscal year they were left short 
because sufficient funds to reim- 
burse them were not available. 


For that reason the state pension 


department is asking the legisla- 
tuie to make a deficiency appropri- 
ation of $1,037,000 to pay off the 
counties for bills already incurred 
and an additional ?9,900,000 to carry 
over to J939 


Of the last figure $6,937,000 is for 


old age pensions, $2,604,000 for de- 
pendent children and $361200 for 
the blind and deaf. 


Biggest -Problem 


The pension problem is one of 


the biggest single items of financial 
concern to the new legislature 


Another is the renewed demand 


for a state high school aid bill. For 
a number of years the state has ap- 
propriated a small sum annually to- 
ward the expense of high school 
education Usually the 
appropria- 


tion amounted -to about 5175,000 a 
year. The new budget "will call for 
$3,000,000 a year. 


This increase, added to the boost 


in pension aids, budget officials say, 
could only be met by new taxation, 
the nature of which no one In. .au- 
thority has yet been willing to dis- 
cuss

Into the lap of the newly organ- 


ized law making body Governor 
Murphy had dropped, with admin- 
istrative emphasis, the controver- 
sial question of *rempportionment of 
the legislative districts. He also had 
placed before the legislature pro- 
posals for consolidating several 
functions of government—similar to 
measures advocated two years ago 
by Governor Fitzgerald but wreck- 
ed in a sea of argument. 


Other proposals advanced by the 


governor in his message yesterday 
promised to provoke bitter dispute. 
They included the old demand for 
inclusion of occupational diseases 
in the compensable classification, 
which has caused strife in many 
legislative sessions; welfare consol- 
idations which would affect county 
as well as state set-ups; primary 
election reform; repeal of the oath 
of allegiance law for teachers and 
a broad program to benefit labor, 
the aged and the indigent. 


Governor Murphy's views were 


accepted by members of the legis- 
lature as liberal, and by Democrat- 
ic leaders as extremely Progres- 
sive. 


Heated Differences 


The reapportionment- proposals 


alone were enough to assure heated 
differences. .The governor minced 
no words in recommending rear- 
rangement of the legislative dis- 
tricts on a population basis. Such 
reapportionment would give Wayne 
county and other industrial com- 
munities 
greater 
representation, 


which would have to be taken from 
agricultural counties. 


One of the most bitter fights 


ever waged in the halls of the legis- 
lature levolved around this issue 
during former. Governor Alex J. 
Groesbeck's term. The legislature, 
under the present apportionment, is 
composed of a heavy majority of 
outstate members, many of whom 
represent agricultural areas. 


The legislature stood adjourned 
until next Tuesday night, to give 
Speaker George A. Schroeder of the 
house time to name his standing 
committees.

Household workers, 
numbering 


approximately 
1.500,000 
persons, 


comprise one of the largest occupa- 
tional groups in the country, WPA 
officials report. The supply of cap- 
able household workers has been 
on the decrease for a number of 
years and the demand of employers 
for competent employes increases 
daily. 


It was noted in a recent survey 


that prior to the immigration »quo- 
la law in 1921, which cut off a large 
potential labor 
supply, American 


employers depended to a great ex- 
tent upon foreign-born workers. 
American-born girls turned away 
fiom this occupation for a number 


of reasons. Hours are long and un- 
regulated wages are generally low 
and the workers can be assured of 
little freedom to follow their own 
pursuits. Living conditions are often 
inadequate, a social stigma gener- 
ally is attached to all domestic ser- 
vice and the workers are unpro- 
tected by unions, 
labor laws or 


workmen's compensation. 


Conditions Get Worse 


Unsatisfactory 
conditions grew 


steadily and more markedly worse 
during the depression period. Many 
employers were forced to cut.both 
the wages and the number of^ their 
employes. Sometimes one worker 
was required to perform the tasks 
of two and new employers offered 
jobs with low salaries and poor 
working and living conditions. This 
accounted for the shortage of skill- 
ed workers as the jobs became un- 
attractive. 


The objectives of the WPA are to 


put needy people to work and to 
render community 
service. 
Each 


young woman admitted to one of 
these centers established under the 
WPA has a choice of four courses— 
general household employe, cook, 
child's nurse and second maid. 


Units of Instruction 


Included in the curriculum are 


the various 
units of instruction: 


Food preparation, food serving, 
daily care of the home, bed making, 
weekly cleaning, washing and iron- 
ing, daily care of children, market- 
ing and care of food, proper han- 
dling of all equipment, .health and 
personal hygiene, personal appear- 
ance, answering the telephone and

THE OUSTER OF DR. FRANK 


From coast to coast newspapers, pub- 


licists and educators have been trying the 
Glenn Frank case at our university even 
before they had any idea -what it was 
about. 


Opinions have been given both ways, 


and although \ve have published them for 
what they -were worth, it was our opinion 
they were worth, little or nothing. 


Academic freedom in Wisconsin is not 


involved in the case. We have academic 
freedom In every sense of the expression. 
We had it yesterday. We will have it to- 
morrow. And many more tomorrows. 


We don't know how far political con- 


siderations enter into the case. Neither 
does anyone else, even the men who may 
be affected by them. We are all of us, in 
our judgments, affected by considerations 
of which, we are not always conscious. 


Outstanding from the statement of 


* Mr. Wilkie in his discussion of the matter 


is this paragraph: 


"A regent has a right to consider a 


great many things that outsiders have 
no opportunity to consider and if on 
all the facts and information he be- 
lieves in his honest judgment that a 
change should be made, he has no right 
to be deterred from the carrying out 
of such judgment by accusations of 
politics." 
Those that charge that this entire pro- 


ceeding is motivated by political consid- 
erations alone have certainly a heavy bur- 
den of proof. It is almost unthinkable that 
the regents of the University would dis- 
miss the president if he were in fact both 
a capable educator and a first rate mana- 
ger. It is not unlikely that the political 
beliefs of some of the regents may be the 
added weight that turns the scales, but it 
must be borne in mind that there has been 
more dissatisfaction abroad in the state of 
Wisconsin during the ten j'ears of Dr. 
Prank's incumbency than during the 40 
years preceding him 
through 
which 


Adams, Van Hise, and Birge occupied 
his position. All of these predecessors sat 
in the chair of the President during times 
that were equally as moving as our own. 
AH of them were men of pronounced opin- 
ions and stubborn judgment. Each of them 
earned the support and respect of political 
opponents because of their great qualities 
of mind and heart and splendid direction- 
al abilities. 


The very fact that Dr Frank is both 


supported and condemned by men of wide- 
ly divergent political views may help 
some to form the conclusion that men dif- 
fered as their opportunities for observa- 
tion differed. For a long time we have 
classed Dr. Frank as a perfect type for the 
Brain Trust, a brilliant man of many en- 
gaging qualities whose work was done 
loosely when it was done at all. 


If the regents of the unnersity are to 


be paralyzed in their action because of a 
cry of •politics then Dr. Frank would have 
had a very nice berth for life. He could 
continue on the lecture platform and in- 
crease the number of his magazine arti- 
cles. And the university might be per- 
mitted to drift from one sand bar to an- 
other. 


The rest of the country that doesn't 


know anything about the facts and doesn't 
foot the bills may continue to try the case 
snd probably end up with a verdict that 
we in Wisconsin are again burning witches 
at the stake.

The Institute of Public Opinion, flush- 


ed with its record of accuracy in the last 
national election, recently presented its 
survey of opinion in this country upon the 
death penalty for murderers. 


Wisconsin was the only state which 


showed a majority against the penalty; 
and this majority was so slight it was al- 
most a tossup. 


In the other states, including six which 


have no death penalty, the majority ran 
from 52 to 84 per cent in favor of its in- 
fliction. 


The opinion of Wisconsin cannot be 


„ taken without understanding the reasons 


that underlie that opinion. 


It is not that a -wanton killer is entitled 


io any consideration. He merits the short- 
est shrift possible. But life imprisonment, 
when it means life imprisonment, as it 


*' does in Wisconsin, is altogether a very 
. meaty, substantial and satisfactory pun- 
* 
! ishment. In practice it has the \*alue of

We dare say that if the other states, 


now so determined to keep the death pen- 
alty, eliminated politics from their judicial 
system as thoroughly as Wisconsin has 
rid itself of that curse, and then added a 
carefully selected jury list instead of one 
grabbed at random, there would not be so 
much concern over whether the penalty 
was immediate death or long years in 
lockstep with no chance of escape. 


OUR CHANGING STRIKES 


There appears to be a material, and 


perhaps very important, change in the 
technique of our strikes. 


This alteration of method is not evi- 


dent everywhere because strikes are as 
different as individuals and fingerprints, 
but it is fairly readable, nevertheless, in so 
many locations that it should be observed 
and noted for what it is worth. 


Violence has dropped to a minimum. 


In the most important strikes it has prac- 
tically disappeared. 


This has resulted largely because the 


management has closed down in order to 
avoid conflict. Sometimes it has occurred 
because the public authorities have re- 
fused to protect the management 


In this respect labor, seems to have arm- 


ed itself with a formidable weapon but to 
jump to that conclusion hastily might be a 
great mistake. When there is no conflict 
over strike-breakers and operation of the 
plant the flames of disagreement do not 
burn so intensely as when fed by the 
highly inflammable elements engendered 
through physical conflict. Theoretically, 
at least, this should terminate in shorter 
strikes, more easily settled. But that again 
will depend upon whether the manage- 
ment, which really still controls the open- 
ing and further functioning of the plant, 
is satisfied that the strike was not called 
in too light or frivolous a manner. 


Of course, in law the men who sit down 


in a strike or overflow entrances through 
mass picketing are trespassers and viola- 
tors of the management's legal rights. It 
is upon the rock of legal authority that 
the management has so often stood in the 
past and waged battle. It does not seem to 
have occurred to the management in many 
cases that it might improve its situation 
by conceding a point which belonged to it. 
Many a good general has improved his po- 
sition by a timely retreat. The soldier who 
declares, "We never retreat," may get a 
great hand but he needs to have his head 
examined. 


After 
observing 
carefully 
develop- 


ments in the strikes that have followed 
this procedure the management may well 
consider whether or not its own interests 
particularly, and the interests of all others 
involved as well, are not advanced by con- 
ceding a shut-down in the face of a sub- 
stantial strike. Continued operations in 
such a-situation never brought the man- 
agement any great advantage. Employing 
strike-breakers is a costly affair. Changing 
the personnel in a plant is expensive be- 
yond the descriptive power of words. The 
money thus spent may be chalked up to 
publicity more than anything else. 


Nor need the management imagine that 


such a concession puts its business in the 
hands of the strikers. A shut-down in 
fact will turn upon the strikers more 
sharply than even the critical eyes of the 
public. 


Few strikes took place under the for- 


mer system that public sympathy did not 
start out with the strikers. That sympathy 
usually ascended after the first physical 
clashes. This was as natural a condition as 
anything in human nature. Strikers may 
miss the support a good deal more than 
they reckon, and they will likely have 
comparatively little of it under the new 
system. 


A strike always involves great loss 


unless it so happens that the plant is op- 
erating in the red. The strikers accept this 
loss to gain their way. But they hazard a 
good deal, too. It is one thing to close a 
plant down and quite another thing to get 
it started again. 


In the eternal controversy 
between 


capital and labor the effort must be to 
keep both sides about equal in strength 
and resources so long as there is no satis- 


• factory way of adjusting their differences 


without a clash. If the management feels 
that it has been treated with gross injus- 
tice it may persist in the shutdown that 
labor may learn to handle its rights and 
its weapons in a serious way. Watching 
some of the strikes in the country is ra- 
ther convincing that the management has 
made up its mind to eat crow, and take the 
losses and annoyance of shutdown an un- 
necessarily long time to convince labor 
that a strike is no plaything. 


Aren't the rivals in these controversies 


in fairer position to deal with each other 
if this technique is followed,—that is, a 
shutdown of the plant on a strike but a 
long delayed opening up of the plant when 
the strike has been called without proper 
consideration and delay or without just 
grievances. 


At any rate the American scenery 


somehow seems a little better without the 
clashes, and after the settlement that al- 
ways comes takes place the management 
must feel much better satisfied over the 
results than if participants were disfig- 
ured or perhaps new mounds raised in the 
cemetery.

HIS is anything but a golf season so far 
as the atmospheric conditions and general 
appearance of the terrain are concerned, 


but a matter has been bothering me concerning 
the Great National Insanity that bears consid- 
erable discussion at this time. 


Particularly I refer to the rule which goes 


into effect on January 1, 1938, barring golfers 
in tournaments from weighing down their cad- 
dies with more than 14 clubs. 


This may sound like holding a man down to 


an income of one million a year to the guy who 
plays little or no golf, but there is more there 
than meets the casual observer's eye. 


Theoretically, your correspondent has no ob- 


jections to being limited to 14 clubs, even if 
the only tournament he ever is likely to get in 
is the Third Precinct Partly Bald Men's Golf 
Tournament. Over a period of years, he has 
collected some fifteen clubs, and it has been 
noted by competent observers that he could 
probably throw away thirteen of them and get 
along.about as well with his sand wedge jmd 
niblick, bolh of which are good trouble clubs. 


Nevertheless, all of the clubs are very dear 


to me and it might cause a great deal of heart- 
break if I ever had to really and truly give one 
up. 


You can imagine, then, the feelings of the 


gent who owns a kit of twenty two clubs, not 
including the umbrella, who is going to be 
obliged to drop no less than eight bats. Perhaps 
you can also imagine the howls that will go up 
when some bereaved golfer overshoots a green 
and lands twenty yards beyond in the middle of 
a thistle patch, after January 1st of next year, 
and theieby gets himself an eight where a par 
four would have kept him up in the money. 


He will tell all who will listen that had the 


association not robbed him of his favorite Num- 
ber 777* AA iron with the stream-lined flange 
and moth-proof grip, his ball, instead of hiding 
in the thistles, would be nestling right beside 
the cup for a birdie three. 


And if he misses a two and one half foot 


putt he will explain that had he not been chis- 
elled out of his specially foiged, roller-bearing, 
air-conditioned putter with the spiiit level and 
saw-handle grip, he would have sunk the putt 
like a darn. 


Time after time you are going to hear about 
i em arks like this and gosh knows the game of 
golf is already packed with enough alibis to 
make the addition of any more a downright 
menace to the fibre of American manhood. 


Of course, the idea of the United States Golf 


Association was to turn golf back into a game 
of skill and prevent the complete mechaniza- 
tion of the game, and maybe this will even- 
tually be the case among the more talented 
golfers. 


For guys like me however, the problem isn't 


one of being more skillful with fewer clubs The 
skill probably isn't there and the only things 
that would make us happy are clubs such as 
a driver that will guarantee straight drives 300 
yards down the middle, mashie-niblics with 
special allowances for pulling, slicing and top- 
ping, and putters that will snap out like a 
lobster and kick a wayward putt back into 
line.

DEFORMITY 


Gratuitous activities of various 


groups of well-meaning but 
not 


well-informed busy bodies, 
sup- 


ported'by health department poli- 
ticians and merchants with a keen 
eye to business, in effect bar many 
children irom enjoying "the bene- 
fits of modern preventive medicine. 


After all, it is a pretty poor ges- 


ture to offer school children a glass 
of milk or a lunch at low cost when 
many of the children are found 
"undernourished." 


The laity has acquired a false 


conception of the significance of 
certain terms employed by physi- 
cians and health authorities. When 
the medical, physicial or health ex- 
amination reveals that the child 
or adult is "undernourished," "poor- 
ly nourished" or in a state of "mal- 
nutrition" it does not follow that 
the individual has not had enough 
to eat. In practice the great majori- 
ty of such cases occur in individu- 
als who have never suffered from 
deprivation of food. The remedy for 
"malnutrition" is not more food, but 
more Medicine and less 
dilettan- 


tism. 


I heartily endorse and applaud 


any and all movements or plans 
which may induce anybody and 
everybody to drink more milk. In- 
deed there is actual evidence to 
support the belief that the working 
efficiency of factory and office em- 
ployees is speeded up if they are 
given a glass of milk and, say, .a 
banana or other fruit or a cracker 
or two or a cheese sandwich in the 
middle of the forenoon and again 
in the middle of the afternoon, 
enough so that their increased pro- 
duction more than pays lor the food 
and the ten minutes they take out 
to eat it. 


One of the chief characteristics of 


undernutrition, poor nutrition or 
malnutrition, as the physician rec- 
ognizes the state, is flabbiness or 
flaccidness of the soft tissues, not 
only muscle but also fat, skin and 
ligament. This lack of 
firmness, 


tone, resiliency or elasticity is ap- 
parent to the eye and to the touch. 
It has much to do with spinal cur- 
vature, ptosis or sagging or dis- 
placement of organs, weak and .flat 
feet, varicose veins, so-called mid- 
dle age spread of mature women 
and aldermanic corpulence of ma- 
ture men. 


This firmness, tone, elasticity oJ 


flesh is not at all a matter of much 
exercise, 
though a 
reasonable 


amount of physical work, play or 
exercise every day favors the con- 
dition. It is essentially a matter of 
correct nutrition. 


Rickets and anemia liave been 


held responsible for a good deal ol 
spinal curvature in adolescent chil- 
dren. Rickets is a vitamin deficien- 
cy and a shortage of calcium *nd 
phosphorus:. Anemia is an iron de- 
ficiency and perhaps in many in- 
stances a shortage in vitamins.

along with ~ the bones of animals 
which were- cooked and eaten in 
the "Stone Age" of China. As China 


grew, it is likely that many Stone 
Ages tribes came under the rule of 
the king, and were taught the ways 
of the Yellow river valley settlers. 
All natives of what we know as 
China Proper are classed as Chinese 
and the folk of Tibet and Mongolia 
often are called Chinese. 


China Proper is far the most im- 


portant part of China. It contains 
less than half the total area, but it 
is the home of about 98 per cent of 
the temple. 


The southern part of China Pro- 


per is noted for • its great stretches 
of green-growing plants. It - has a 
warm climate, and is favored by 
plenty of rainfall. Eice is 'far the 
most important crop,' and millions 
of tons of it are grown each year. 
Rice fields cover more than one- 
fourth of all the land used for farm- 
ing by the Chinese. 


Rice is grown in almost all of 


China Proper, but in the north 
wheat is a greater crop. North- 
ern China is not nearly so green 
as southern China; it has less rain- 
fall and has cold winters. Farmers 
in northern provinces raise crops 
of millet, corn and barley, as well 
as wheat. 


Many Chinese families have .trou- 


ble in obtaining enough food, and 
when the weather is not good for 
crops, there is likely to be wide- 
spread starvation. 
The "26-course 


Chinese dinners" which we some- 
times hear about do take place, but 
they are enjoyed by the rich, not 
by the poor.

as the most important object in life. 
A person must talk with French 
natives, however, in order, to find 
how desperately the nation is fight- 
ing to avoid another invasion," the 
speaker pointed out. 


France Loses 


During the war, France lost one 


to every twenty-eight of its. popu- 
lation and is now" fighting for a 
chance to rebuild the terrific" losses 
suffered as a result of the conflict, 
he said. 


Other countries, think 
of Ger- 


many as having trie most dangerous 
political and social situations in the 
world and that if there is war in 
Europe, it will come about through 
actions in Germany, the Rev. Mr. 
Cox said. 


People 
should remember that 


German people, being cultured, ed- 
ucated and proud, were forced to 
suffer many abuses and humilia- 
tion because the reparations treaty 
was based on the falsehood that 
Germany alone was the cause of the 
.war, he added. 


Something had to break when the 


country lost much of its raw ma- 
terials, merchant marine and prop- 
erty, and the break has become a 
change in its entire political and 
social order, he said.

You .will be able 
to play hard and according to the 
rules, you will be able to define 
your own thinking, you will know 
tiow to live •with others and you 
will be able to organize your emo- 
tions and give of your best in the 
best way possible at 
all times. 


Therein lies your happiness."
